Certainely Mr. Hide (although 

that isnor the worke at this time) yet I account 

it no difficulty co ſatishe that worthy Knight; 
for 1 finde upon the ſurvay ofthe Lands of the 

ſaid Deanery of Glowcejter, that ir hathabove 
twelve ReQoryes of good value, & about thirty 
Vicaredges, Pentions, and Portions of Tirhes, 
which being atrhe firſt, Deo conſecraora, molt fit 
they ſhould be ſtill imployed for the maiare« 
nance of rhe Goſpell; and therefore if thoſe 
Deanes .and Prebends being bur ſeaven- in all 
ro-be now taken away, will be Preaching Mi- 
niſters, there is, I hope, ſufficient maintenance 
for ſo many of them as have not too much, be- 

ſides,and yet to reſerve as large a Salary as now 
they have for ſo many ſinging men there in ho- 
ly Orders that cannot Preach. And then there 
are left to be provided for, but the Organiſt, 
eight Singing boyes, two Schoole- Maſters, 
foure poore Almeſmen, and ſome under-Offi- 
cers, whoſe yearely wages, comes unto about 
one hundred pound per annum; and the ſaid 
Deane and Chapter have almoſt the chird pare 
of the houſes of the City of Glouceſter the old 
rent of them being yearly about 175. pound, 
which will well defray that charge witha ſaf- 
ficient Surpluſage for repairing che highwayes. 
Bridges; and twenty .ponund yearely to the 
poore, as aforeſaid,

Zurover and beſides, the ſaid yearely reve- 
2ewes before, mentione !, the ſaid Deane and 
Cizaprer of Glouceſter, although but of che laſt 
Foundation, and one of the leaſt revenewes in 
this Kingdome, yer they have cighreene good- 
iy Mannors, andalſo divers other Lands, Te- 
nements, and Herediramenrs, beſides che Man- 
nors houſes, and premiſes, the old rent of Aﬀſize 
ofone of the ſaid Mannors being 80. pound per 
anuam:; out of which Mannors and Lands, the 
ſaid Carhedrall being ro be made a Perockicall 
Church 200, pound per 4ynxm, or more may-be 
allowed for a learned PreachingMiniſter there, 
and a hundred pound a yeare apeice, for twy 
ſuch others ro affift him, with infew yeares,one - 
of the ſaid Mannors will difcharge, and alſo 
ſmfficienrly - repaire the ſaid Cathedrall 
Church; and then the reſt of the ſaid Mannors 
and Lands may be imployed to other podly, pi. 
ous,0r charitable uſes,as the Wiſedome of che 
King and Parliament ſhall thinke fit, and ſata- 
ble cothis, butin a more ample proportion of - 
maintenance, will be the allowances. of all o- - 
ther Deaberyes in England.

Objeaion raiſed by a worthy Knighr at the 
Bar rouching the poverty ofthe Clergyof Eg- 
lazd, if thisBill ſhould take effet, ſurely thy 0pi- 
nion is quite comrary;androtharpurpoſe,l calf © 
to minde theſaying ofa learned Divine,Chap.
